NOTIFICATION 

Mumbai, the 27th July, 2000 

S.O. 703(E).— in partial modification <rf the Notification dated July 11, 1996 published in 
the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part n, Section 3(iiX July 17,1996, vide S.O. 513 (E) and in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of Sub-section (1) of Section 22 of die Atomic 
Energy Act, 1962 (33 of 1962X on the subject of "norms with which the Tariff for electricity by 
the Atomic Power Station to the SEB and other persons shall be determined", the Central 
Government hereby substitutes die clauses 1.16 and 1.17 of die said notification which shall now 
read as below:- 

1.16 Research and Development Levy 

(i) A Research and Development (R&D) levy of 3 paise/KWh shall be recovered 
the tariff from sale of electricity from all the atomic power stations. This levy 
being collected by the Government of India in order to cover its equity portion 
the capital expenditure on Research and Development activities related 
engin eering and design of Atomic Power Stations. 

(n) The Research and Development (R&D) levy shall not form part of tariff or sales 
income. Further, fixation of Research and Development Levy and its revision 
from time to time shall not constitute revision of tariff.

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(ifi) The receipts on account of the Research and Development Levy shall be credited 
to a Fund at the end of year, to be known as "NPCIL - Research and 
Development Fund" aid be maintained by the Nuclear Power Corporation of 
India Limited (NPC1L). 

Civ) The Research and Development Fund shall be utilised by NPCIL for the purpose 
of meeting capital and revenue expenditure on Research and Development and 
for no other purpose. 

(v) Any proposal for utilisation of die fund for research and development works 
(both capita! as well as revenue) shall be included in the respective Budgets and 
specific approval of NPCIL Board should be obtained 

(vi) NPCIL shall furnish an Annual Return to the DAE providing the following 
information:- 

(a) The amount credited during the year to die Research and Development fund. 

(b) The item wise amount utilized during the year out of the Research and 
Development Fund for meeting capital and revenue expenditure on Research 
and Development. 

(vti) NPCIL shall invest the balance amount available in the Research and 
Development Fund in die following securities: 

(a) Central Government Securities. 

(b) PSU Bonds & other Debt Instruments permissible under Provident Fund Act 

(c) Fixed Tom Deposits in Nationalized Baidu A Scheduled Commercial 
Bank. 

(d) CODs of PSU banks and Public Financial Institutions. 

(e) Commercial pipers of PSLTs, 

(f) Inter Corporate Deposits of Central PSLTs. 

(viii) Income from Investment so made will be credited to die NPCIL-Research and 
Development Fund referred to in para (hi) and shall be utilised for die same 
ptupose as mentioned in paras (i) and (iv). Any amount remaining uninvested 
will be deemed to have earned the rupee equivalent of a 12% return per annum. 
The amount of return as so computed, will also be credited to die NPCIL 
Research and Development Fund referred to in para (hi) to be utilised for the 
same purpose as mentioned in paras (i) and (iv) above. 

(ix) The NPCIL Board shall formulate detailed guidelines for investment criteria, 
tenure of investment, investment approving authority, in line with die 
Gover nm e n t of India guidelines for investment of surplus funds of PSLTs. 

(x) The NPCIL-Research and Development Fund referred to in para (hi) will be a 
Capital Reserve and will not be distributable as dividend.

1.17 Renovation and Modernisation Lew 

(i) A Renovation Sc Modernization (RAM) levy of S paisc/KWh shall be recovered 
along with the tariff of electricity from all the atomic power stations. This levy is 
being collected by the Government of India in order to cover its equity portion of 
the capital expenditure on renovation and modernization activities. 

(ii) The Renovation and Modernization Levy (R&M levy) shall not form part of tariff 
or sales income. Further fixation of R&M levy aid its revision from time to time 
shall not constitute revision of tariff. 

(in) The receipts on account of the Renovation and Modernization Levy shall be 
credited to a Fund at the end of each year, to be known as "NPCIL-Renovation 
and Modernization Fund" and be maintained by Nuclear Power Corporation of 
India Limited (NPCIL). 

(iv) The Renovation and Modernization Fund shall be utilized by NPCIL for the 
purpose of meeting capital expenditure on Renovation and Modernization and for 
no other purpose. 

(v) Any proposal for utilisation of the fond for Renovation and Modernisation works 
shall be included in foe Capital Budget and specific approval of NPCIL Board 
should be obtained. 

(vi) NPCIL sha ll furnish an Annual Return to foe DAE providing foe following 
information:- 

(a) The amount credited during foe year to foe Renovation and 
Modernization fond. 

(b) The itemwisc amount utilised during foe year out of foe Renovation and 
Modernisation Fund for meeting capital expenditure on Renovation and 
Modernisation. 

(vii) NPCIL shall invest foe balance amount available in foe Renovation Sc 
Modernization Fund in foe following securitics:- 

(a) Central Government Securities. 

(b) PSU Bonds Sc other Debt Instruments permissible undo* Provident Fund 
Act 

(c) Fixed Term Deposits in Nationalized Banks including Scheduled 
Commercial Bank. 

(d) CODs of PSU banks and Public Financial Institutions. 

(e) Commercial papers ofPSLTs. 

(f) Inter Corporate Deposits of Central PSUs. 

(viii) Income from investment so made will be credited to the NPCIL-Renovation aid 
Modernisation Fund referred to in para (iii) and shall be utilised for foe same 
purpose as mentioned in paras (i) and (iv). Any amount remaining uninvested 
will be deemed to have earned the rupee equivalent of a 12% return per annum. 
The amount of return as so computed, will also be credited to foe NPCIL- 
Renovation and Modernisation Fund referred to in para (iii) to be utilised for foe 
same purpose as mentioned in paras (i) and (iv) above. 
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(ix) The NPCIL Board shall formulate detailed guidelines for investment criteria, 
tenure of investment, investment approving authority, in line with the 
Government of India guidelines for investment of surplus funds of PSU’s. 

(x) The NPCIL-Renovation and Modernisation Fund referred to in para (iii) will be a 
Capital Reserve and will not be distributable as dividend. 

This order will be effective from 17 July 1996.
